DEMOOGRATIO OONSERVATISM. 
When’ thé Democratic Party made the 
fatal blunder of inclining to. the wrong side 
at the outbreak of ‘the rebellion, it lost all 
title to be regarded ‘as a conservative party, 
and it has never'since regained what it then 
lost. Before that timie it was not unfair for 
its leaders. to. claim a certain conservatism. 
Even its uarrow and unintelligent support 
of the slave power was, in the case of many, 
perhaps of. most, of its adherents, 
due to genuine ‘and | sincere conservative 
feeling. . Slavery was not condemned in the 
national Constitution, It was left to the 
choice of each.’ State to abolish or maintain 
it, as it thought best: Certain rights were 
conceded to slave-holders,” They were en- 
titled to the return of fugitives. They were 
allowed a partial representation for their 
slaves, and certainly there was nowhere in 
the Constitution any power given to the na- 
tional Government to destroy or regulate slav- 
ery in the States.. Under all the inevitable in- 
direction of political phraseology, these facts 
were indisputable, and were not disputed by 


any considerable number of men in public. 


life., Reasoning from them, many Demo- 
crats came to the conclusion that the Union 
and the authority of the Constitution 
were unnecessarily ‘endangered ~ by , the 
agitation of the. question of slavery 
in. any form.’ They. believed that. it 
was better to Jet it alone and see if it 
would not‘die’ out of its inherent ‘weak- 
ness. ‘They thought it of the highest im- 
portance'to conserve the Union and all that 
the Union’ included, ‘and dreaded ‘the Re- 
publican Party not so much for what. it 
professed as for what it threatened. In 
those days there was perfectly natural and 
partially rational Democratic conservatism. 

By the coincidence of circumstances which 
it is not necessary now to examine, the Dem- 
ocrats were, led’ to adopt, in all’ ways, a 
strict construction of: the Constitution, and 
came to regard’ all \extreme measures ‘with 
distrust ‘and even alarm, In the manage- 
ment of the finapees, in the distribution of 
the revenues, in the undertakings of the na- 
tional Government,'in nearly every field of 
political activity, where the. direct in- 
terests of the slave power did not prevent,

COMFORT FOR ENGLISH FARMERS. 


Statisticians in and out of Parliament are 
making @ commendable attempt to cheer up 
They are resolved that 
if there is any force in figures or any virtue 
in the slate and pencil he shall not long be 
bowed down undér the weight‘of American 
competition. So. worthy an end justifies 
some latitude as to means, but even in works 
of benevolence it is well to temper zeal with 
discretion, The intimate relation which 
subsists between facts and figures has been 
ignored by some of these industrious cipher- 
ers, and; #8 & consequence, their work calls 
for correction. We recently pointed out 
some of the delusions of the British mind 
on the subject of the importation of live 
stock from this country—delusions which 
the.Privy Council and the majority in the 
House of. Commons ‘seemed anxious not to 
dispel. In a-report just laid before the 
Agricultural Commission on the con- 
in and prospects of American farming 
we discover further evidence . that. our 
English neighbors have determined to defy 
danger by looking at it through rose-col- 
ored spectacles, something after the manner 
in which the ostrich eludes its pursuers by 
sticking its head in the sand. 

The report in question was prepared by 
Mr, ALBERT Pei, member of Parliament, 
and Mr. Crane §. Reab, The points to 
which they devote most attention are cattle- 


raising and wheat-growing. They are of’ 


the opinion ‘that the hope of the English 
grazier lies in the importation of store cattle 
from America. This seems to, be a device 
gotten up with a view to a division of the 
profits. So long as we send fat beeves 
to. British ports for slaughter . the 
farmer over there finds his occupation gone. 
But if he can buy our youhg and lean kine 
and fatten them on his own grazing-grounds, 
he will still have something to do. “Messrs. 
Pew and’ Reap try to make out that this 
would be profitable. Store cattle would 
take up less room. on the voyage, they argue, 
and would suffer less than fat ones.. They 
would fatten: readily in the English grass 
districts of Northamptonshire, Leicester- 
shire, and: Lincolnshire, and ‘if. the 
cost of transit could be reduced to 
the same percentage on their value as 
is now. charged for fat animals, 
the trade in store’stock might prove profit- 
able to. the American breeder and beneficial 
to the English grazier.”” This calculation 
ignores the fact that we can fatten cattle 
cheaper than the’ English grazier can ever 
hope to do.» He may stock his pastures 
from American herds, and ‘we will. still un- 
dersell- him in the butchers’ stalls of Liver- 
pool,. London, Manchester, and Glasgow. 
The difference in the cost of shipment 
in favor of the store cattle is too 
small .t0 counterbalance -the  advan- 
tage we possess. in cheap and bound- 
less pasturage. These gentlemen think 
that American ‘short-horns might» be im- 
ported for breeding purposes with great ad- 
vantage to the English breeders and their 
herds, and they suggest that “it may be 
worth while to consider if some reasonable 
quarantine should not be allowed for the

lantic comes from the West and North-west, 
and to that great region the problem of ' de- 
termining the ‘average yield should be re- 
stricted. A carefully compiled table, show- 
ing the average’ yield of wheat per acre in 
40 wheat-grdwing counties in England, Mli- 
nois, Michigan, and Minnesota, gives the fol- 
lowing -fesult; Bngland, 29.9; Tilinois, 25.2; 
Michigan, 20.5; Minnesota, 19. The English 
average is the standard yield of the past 19 
years. It is obtained by the liberal use‘ of 
manures, which add greatly to the cost of 
the crop.. The ‘Western farmer uses no 
manures; and the soil-he fills is so rich with 
the products of centuries of vegetable de- 
composition, and the wheat belt is so vast 
in extent, that the failure of the crop from 
exhaustion.of the land is as yet a remote 
contingency—to be provided for, however, 
when it does arise, by rotation and the use 
of fertilizers in stich away as not greatly 


to increase. the expense of wheat-ralsing. 


Western’ wheat fields to Liverpool is 18s. 
per quarter, or over 50 cents per bushel. 
This is too high. Wheat has been shipped 
from Chicago to Liverpool. at 17° cents 
per bushel in times. of active competi- 
tion, and may be’ profitably carried’ from 
the far West at less than 30 cents. 
Messrs. Pexut and Reap estimate that 
American farmers can sell wheat at a profit 
in Liverpool at 47. 0jd. per quarter, The 
fact is, that American wheat can be sold 
‘there at from, 88s; to-40s,, while for the past 
year the average price of English wheat has 
been 46a. 84. Information such as this re-

THE MISSISSIPPI INCIDENT. 

There aré anumber of people in the sover- 
eign State of Mississippi who seem never to 
be satisfied unless they, are engaged in some 
sort of a political row. This class, and, un- 
fortunately for the peace of the country, it is 
a very large.and influential one, has, for all 
practical purposes, found its occupation 
gone during the last year or two. In the 
good old days when the colored Republicans 
were permitted to vote, and carried the State 
by a majority of forty-odd thousand, the 
people in question were reasonably happy. 
They at least had something to quarrel and 
complain about,and frequently, too frequently 
in fact, they found an opportunity of reliey- 
ing their pent-up feelings and displaying 
their love *‘ for home rule’’ and ‘‘ honest gov- 
ernment.” by ‘going gunning for niggers,’’ 
To the men of this class the “wiping out of 
the Republican majorities which followed the 
terrible massacre. at Vicksburg, the over- 
throw of the Republican: State Government, 
and the subsequent “‘policy of reconcilia- 
tion” advocated by the national Government 
must have been anything but agreeable. 
With only one party in the political field, 
with nobody’ to quarrel with, nobody to 
abuse, and no ‘‘ Radical'’’ to shoot at, their 
days of amusement seem to have been 
few and farbetween. To be sure, they did 
find some diversion during what are called 
‘the difficulties in Yazoo,’ and in one or 
two obscure districts where they were’ safe 
from vulgar observation it is possible that 
they may ‘have done some. quiet, though 
noné the less successful, gunning for their 
favorite game... Still, all. things considered, 
they had very little opportunity to display 
their peculiar talents, and the days hung 
heavy on their hands.

‘A NEW STUDY. 

On the 25th of August last a terrible dis- 
covery was made by the Professor of Latin 
and the Harp at the Wilson Female 
Seminary of Redfield, Mass.

The progress which the electric light is mak- 
ing in this City, in the practical work of lighting 
stores and large spaces, is conducted so quietly z 
that only careful and extensive observers. are 
aware of it, There are now a number of. large 
wholesale stores on Broadway whose shipping of 
goods is almost entirely done at night, after travel 
and light traffichaye comparatively ceased. and _ 


Like other applications of science to practical pur- 
poses, it must work its way; and in just so" far as - 
it proves itself superior to gas, and ‘no further, it 
will ultimately be adopted. But there are.one:o7 
two points—or rather one or two fallacies—respact- 
ing the ‘electric arc which should be discussed a 
little more fully by men of science, and, perhaps, 
examined a little more carefully. It has. been 
stated in very authoritative scientific circles tha 
the electric light is more wholesome than gas, in 
that it generates no noxions gases or Vapors. ‘This 
is not precisely true, according to some very con- ~ 
clusive experiments by Prof. Dswan, lately .com- 
municated tothe Royal Society of Great. Britain. 
On the contrary, the generation of nitrous gas is 
very considerable—as‘ high as one’ gramme (12 to 
15 grains) per hour—with many of the electric 
lamps im use, while there is some generation ot 
hydrocyanic acid. It appears, then, that the. sur 
rounding atmosphere is vitiated by the. electric 
light in substantially the same manner as by combus- 
tion, and that, too, to a very remarkable extent, 
although not by products so perceptible in their 
immediate physiological effects as. carbonic oxide, 
Prof. Dewas has carefully measured the amount of 
nitrous gas produced per hour, and finds it to vary 
with the length of the are. There is.an error, also, 
in regard to the amount of light given by the elec- 
tric lamps in use which should be corrected. Lamps 
are registered as of 1,000 or 2,000 candle power upoa 
rather loose data of measurement,- even. consider- 
ing the inaccuracy of standard instruments. Not 
long ago an acknowledged expert in photometry un- 
dertook to measure the actual power of a mumber 
of electric jamps employed in lighting a public, park 
ina Western city. The lamps were registered at 1,000 
candles, and were running with fall energy: His 
results were very significant of a necessity for. re- 
form in this class of statements. He found that one 
of the lamps which had been advertised as a 1,000 
are was not giving a light actually in excess of 250 
standard © candles, and that the strongest 
iliumitiation among them ail did not meas 
ure 40 candies. Now that the electric 
light is coming into use, these. large pretensions 
should be corrected, for practical experience ‘With 
electric lamps suspended at favorable points to 
light sections of streets and squares in this ity’ has 
amply proved the fact that théir illuminating power 
has been vastly and unreasonably exaggerated. The 
non-ditfasibility of the light, and its radiation in 
arcs, whose properties remain tobe fully investi- 
gated, leaving a dark area directly beneath, are 
faults that must be obviated before it: can become 
permanently popular; and the footing they have 
gained should but stimulate our electrical. engi 
neers to redoubled efforts to overcome these ob
